Garrison said that he would 
aot say they had solved the 
Kennedy murder unless he 
sad evidence “beyond a shad- 
ow o! a doubt,” 

He went on to say: “We 
know the key individuals, the 
cities involved and how it was

IN VIENNA, yark fLani. 
author of “Rush to Judg- 
ment,” said today he effered 
the material of his investiga- 
tion of President Kennedy’s 
assassination to Garrison. 

Lane said he made the of- 
fer in a telegram to the dis- 
trict attorney two days ago. 

The author said he will 
meet with Garrison when he 
returns to the United States 
—in about two to three weeks. 

Lane, who is in Vienna to 
discuss a German translation 
of his book, said, “Garrison j 
is the first who has serious-; 
ly tried to find out the truth
